The Murdock Power Station, a small hydro 
plant on the upper Provo River, is the most re- 
cent casualty in the march of progress. The 
properties cf Murdock have recently gone on the 
blocr to be sold to the highest bidder. 

This station was acquired by UP&L Jan. 1, 
1913, when the properties of the Knight Consoli- 
dated Power Co. were purchased by UP&L. 

Many employes and their families have fond 
memories of their time at the Murdock plant. The 
last two power company families to live at Mur- 
dock, the J. C. (Dick) Millers and the Wendell 
Dukes. transferred to Salt Lake in the fall of 
1958.
